At its 971st meeting, on 25 October 1961, the Council, 
having before it a provisional agenda 12 in which the 
applications for admission to the United Nations of 
the Islamic Republic of Mauritania and the Mongolian 
People’s Republic appeared as sub-items (a) and (b) 
respectively of item 2, decided to consider these appli¬ 
cations in the reverse order. 


At the same meeting the Council decided to invite 
the representatives of the Ivory Coast, Senegal and 
Morocco to participate, without vote, in the discussion 
of the question of the admission of the Islamic Republic 
of Mauritania.
